The  fol  lovTinp  revision  of  the  definition  of  nursinf-;  practice  v/as  made  in 
Section  66-1222,  R.C.il.  1947,  by  H.B,  219,  passed  bv  the  Fortieth  Lef^is- 
lati ve  As  s  einb  "i-y . 

'■'The  practice  of  nursing  embraces  tv/o  classes  of  nursinr  service  and  activity, 
defined,  respectively,  as  follows: 

"(1)    The  practice  of  professional  nursinf  means  the  performance  for  com- 
pensation of  any  act  in  the  observation,  care  and  counsel  of  the  ill, 
injured  or  infirm,  or  in  the  maintenance  of  health  or  prevention  of  illness 
of  others,  or  in  the  supervision  and  tea.ching  of  other  personT^el^  or  the 
administration  of  raedications  and  treatments  as  prescribed  by  a  person 
licensed  in  this  state  to  prescribe  such  medications  and  treatments;  requiring 
substantial  specialized  Judgment  and  skill  and  based  on  laio'jledgc  and  appli- 
cation of  the  principles  of  biological,  physical  and  social  science.  The 
forenoing  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  acts  of  diagnosis  or  prescription  of 
therapeutic  or  corrective  m.easures . 

"(2)    The  practice  of  practical  nursing  moans  the  perf   nance  for  compensation 

in  the  care  of  the  injured  or  infi."an,  of  acts  selected  by  and 

performed  under  the  direction  of  an  R.N,,  or  a  person  li^'^ensed  in  this  state 
to  prescribe  such  m.edications  and  treatments;  and  not  requiring  the  sub- 
stantial specialized  skill,  judgment  and  knov/ledge  required  in  professional 
nursing.'' 

Waiver  Applicants  for  L.P.N.  Licensure 

On  July  13,  1967,  tv/enty-four  practical  nurses  v/rote  the  state  board  licensing 
examination.  lixaminations  vd.ll  be  offered  in  October  and  November  of  1967  and 
in  February  and  July  of  1968. 

The  b'-iard  has  received  approximately  500  letters  of  inq^uircy  from  prospective 
candidates.  Applications  for  admission  to  the  licensing  exsjni nation  v/111  be 
accepted  until  April  1,  1970.
